FINALLY LEADING EDUCATOR AP- 
PEALS TO POLICE. 


Hianover, a Bookmaker, Wears Good 
Clothes and Says Ho Is 29, but 
He Looks 39 if a Day. 


Bright faced Mary Institute girls and 
sober professors of Washington University 
appeared in Judge Sidener's court Friday 
morning, in the case of Lester Hanover. 
2342 Olive street, charged with disturbing 
the peace of Edmund H. Sears, principal 
of Mary Institute, and Henry Jones, janitor 
of the same institution.

District Court Friday. Attorney Miller, for 
the defendant, asked for a jury and a con- 
tinuance to Jan. 15 was granted. 

Hanover, who is a member of the book- 
making firm called the Hanover Club, op- 
erating at the local tracks during the sea- 
80n, Was present also. 

According to Prof. Sears, Hanover for 
fome weeks has made a practice of prom- 
enading the block between Olive and Locust 
6treets on Beaumont, along which many of 
the students of the institute pass.

Philpot and Eastep Differ as 
to Circumstances. 


HUGHES’ ARREST IS ONE POINT 


EASTEP SAYS HE DID NOT GIVE 
INFORMATION FOR WARRANT. 


Philpot Declares Prisoner’s Arrest Was 
Made on Facts Furnished by 
Eastep—Also Differ on 
Question of Masks. 


Isaac N. Hughes, arrested on the East 
Side, suspected of complicity in the Stock- 
yards National Bank, in default of $10,000 
bond required, was returned to jail in 
Belleville, to await his preliminary hearing 
next Thursday. 

Fiday morning Hughes announced that he 
would make no effort to obtain ball. He 
said that he was confident that the author- 
ities would release him of their own voli- 
tion in a short while, as he was confident 
that his friends could show his where- 
abouts on the night of the blowing of tne 
safe, 

Watchman Philpot, after reading Hughes’ 
statement of his whereabouts on the night 
of the robbery, and after reading the state- 
ment of acquaintances of Hughes, who ac- 
counted for his presence al! last Monday 
night, stated to the Post-Dispatch that if 
the statements were true that Hughes 
could not possibly have been implicated in 
the robbery. 

“I never saw Hughes unil yesterday, to 
my knowledge,’ said Philpot. “Then he 
was brought to my room on information 
furnished the officials by Eastep. I said 
that Hughes answered the description of 
one of the men—No. 2 in the description as 
given by me. But I could not swear posi- 
tively that he was the man. His voice, too, 
sounded like that of one of the men who 
attacked me that night. But I never said 
positively that he was the man, and I will 
not say positively now that he was one of 
the men.”’ 

Watchman A. J. Eastep stated late Thurs... 
day that he had not furnished any infor-: 
mation that led to the arrest of Hughes. 
Kastep said that he had no reason to sus- 
pect Hughes, and that he had not sworn -

Philpot, on the other hand, stated that he 
had no reason to suspect Hughes, and that 
he had not seen him until after his arrest 
had been obtained on information furnished 
by Eastep. 

The information as sworn to bears the 
signature of A. J. Eastep. 


PHILPOT GAVE DESORIPTIONS. 


In the printed circulars offering a reward 
of $500 for the arrest and conviction for any 


of parties concerned in the robbery ap- 
pears a deiailed description of three of the 
men. The data for these descriptions was 
given the detective agency by Lee R. Phil- 
pot, one of the watchmen who says he was 
bound and gagged ty the robbers while 
the safe was being blown. 

In their original statements both Watch- 
man Hastep and Watchman Philpot said 
that it was so dark that it was impossible 
for them to give any description of the ap- 
pearance of the men. Philpot stated to the 
Post-Dispatch the day of the robbery that 
he only hope he had of ever identifying the 
men was by their voices. He said that he 
could not see them and that he listened 
attentively to their voices so as to (asten 
them in his memory. 

Thursday night Philpot stated to the Post 
Dispatch that he did see three of the men. 

“I was attacked by three of the men in 
an alley to the north of the exchange build- 
ing and near the printing office. The men 
were concealed under the shadows of a 
viaduct and I could not see them until they 
had me covered with revolvers. 

“I was able to get a fair view of the faces 
of two of the men, and their description 
appeares in circulars. I could see their 
beards, mustache and eyes because of the 
way they wore their masks. 

“They had the handkerchiefs tied under 
their chins. The handkerchief was foildeu 
diagonally and the bulk of the handkerchief 
was under the chin. The ends were brought 
up and tied over the front of the head, 

“This did not effectually conceal their 
features. 


WATCHMEN DISAGREE.

Carl Sutherland, Betrayed by Brother 
Bandit, Sentenced to Prison 
After Attempt at Suicide. 


AS a sequel to the letter sent to Sheriff 
Harlow of Barton County, Mo., by ‘“‘Lone 


Jim,”’ the Missouri bandit, implicating Car. 
Sutherland in the robbery of the Me.nphis 
Railroad depot at Lamar, Mo., two years 
ago, the latter was sentenced to five ycars 
in the penitentiary Thursday by Judge T.m- 
mons, at Lamar. 

Sutherland was arrested by Sheriff Bar- 
ton at Okmulgee, the capital of the Crviek 
Nation in the Indian Territory, upon in- 
formation furnished by the robber sign- 
~~ himself ‘‘Lone Jim.”’ 

he letter which ‘‘Lone Jim” sent to the 
sheriff confessed the writer’s part in the 
robbery and gave the hiding place of Su.h- 
erland. The writer asked that in consid- 
eration of this he be protected from prose- 
cution. 

Sheriff Harlow inserted in a St. Louis 
newspaper a ‘“‘personal’’ advertisement, di- 
rected to “‘Lone Jim,” and asking ihe rob- 
ber to ‘“‘come in,’’ as the party mentioned 
had been arrested and imprisoned and the 
informer would be protected. 

Up to date ‘‘Lone Jim,"’ it appears, has 
not ‘“‘come in.”’ 

The story of ‘‘Lone Jim” was told in the 
Post;Dispatch New Year’s day. 

Before being sentenced, Sutherland con- 
fessed that he helped to rob the depot. His 
confession implicates two other men, said 
to be in the Indian Territory, and it is be- 
lieved that their arrest will follow. 


Sutherland attempted to hang himself in- 


his cell before he confessed.

This babe was fon- 
died by thousands on the Pan-American 
grounds. Then when the gates were closed 
| this. little fellow found himself without a 
| home and with a very limited visiting list. 
He had a name, which is Major Clarkson 
Stevenson. 

The nurses at the incubator plant named 
him Major Clarksan in recognition of the 
fatherly care given him by an exposition 
officer of that name. Stevenson fe all that 
his parents left him, and that on a hos- 
| pital register in Philadelphia. 

The major is not at all interested in 
names. He promises to accept any that is 
conferred upon him. However, Stevenson 
is a good name and the exposition people 
were anxious that the major should not be 
Yorgotten. They asked the nurses at the 
Maurice Porter Hospital] not to change the 
name and the baby himself has learned to 
acknowledge its ownership—at least so the 
nurses cay.

To tell the story of the majors eight 
months it is necessary to go east to Phila- 
delphia, where on June 14 he came into 
the world.

SPECIAL ENVOYS 


OPPOSITION TO REPRESENTATION 
AT EDWARD'S CORONATION. 


NEVER WAS DONE BEFORE 


Many Rulers Have Been Crowned With 
no Special American Ambas- 
sador There. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—There !s de- 
cided opposition to sending a special envoy 
to represent the President of the United 
States at the coronation of Edward VII 


on June 26. 

This is not due to any unfriendly feeling 
toward England or her King, but grows out 
of the pride that is generally felt in the 
demonstrated success of republican insti- 
tutions as contrasted with monarchies The 
position of this country is such that the 
customs of other nations are no longer 
necessary guides to its procedure. 

The proposition to send a special envoy 
to the Court of St. James to testify of 
the American people at the accession of 


Edward VII is an evolution of the ap- 
intment of such a commissioner by Presi- 
ent McKinley, in May, 1807, to tender our 

national congratulations to a good Queen 

and mother who had ruled ® years. 

It was a compliment paid to a sovereign 

whose reign had been the longest in modern 

history. It was without precedent and was 
not Intended to be taken as an indorsement 
of monarchy. 

An afternoon's search through the 
archives of the state department fails to 
show that the United States has ever sent 
@ special envoy to the coronation of any 
European monarch. A general impression 
exists that such a dignitary was dispatched 
in June, 1896, to the coronation of the Czar 
of all the Russias, Nicholas II, but such 
Was not the case. Clifton R. Breckinridge 
was envoy es dinary and minister 
plenipotentiary ussia at the time and 
a careful --4 A. of his report, in the 
original, shows that Alexanier McDowell 
McCook was accredited to him merely as 
military attache and Rear Admiral Thomas 
©. Selfridge as naval attache. 

They attended the coronation at Moscow 
as members of his staff and not as special 
envoys. 

In Russia, where corédnations are particu- 
larly gorgeous affairs, we find that the fa- 
ther of the present Czar, Alexander III; 
be crowned at Moscow on May 27, 1833, 

th nobody to present the felicitations of 

President Arthur, except our minister, Wil- 

lam H. Hunt of Louisiana. 

When Queen Victoria was crowned, An- 
drew Jackson was President and Edward 
Livingston secretary of state. The post of 
American minister to the Court of St. 
James was vacant and Aaron Vail was 
acting as charge d'affaires and Richard 
mayor of ~~ my was 
assistant secreta % the Unto 
the duy of his death, Vaux delighted to tell 
how he had danced with the pretty young 
Queen at her coronation ball. 

Then William, King of Prussia, was pro- 
claimed German emperor at Versailles in 
1871, George Bancroft, our minister to 
Prussia was not present and the only 
official representation President Grant had 
was in the person of Elihu B. Washburn, 
our minister to France. Emperor Frederick 
reigned only a few months, but his sturdy 
son, Wliilllam II (who, by the way, has 
never been crowned), succeeded in 18838, 
without any envoy being sent to tender the 
good offices of the American rpublic. 

The present King of Greece, George I, 
was installed with great pomp and cere- 
mony in March, 1863, but President Lin- 
coln had troubles of his own at home. 

Nasr Ed-Din was crowned Shah at Tehe- 
ran on t. . President Polk, how- 
ever, did not direct Secretary Buchanan to 
dispatch an envoy. 

hen Victor Bmmanuele had unified Italy 
in 1870, Gen. Grant did not supplant 
his minister, George P. Marsh, by a special 
commissioner, although the revolution had 
been brou Hy to a succecesful termination 
by Gariba for years a citizen of Staten 
Island. When Umberto was crowned in 
1878, President Hayes remained a dignified 
but casual observer. 

The little Queen of Holland, Wilhelmina. 
who succeeded to the throne on attaining 
her majority, in 1900, was not specially 
honored. 

France and Spain have had a panoramic 
digplay of kings and presidents since the 
Sere of Napoleon I, but not a scratch of

NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—This government 
haa lost $8,800,000 at least and may be much 
more in duties, mainly through the improp- 
er methods of one New York firm acting 
in collusion with dishonest custom house 
employes. How much further the swind- 
ling nas gone can be only guessed at. 

W. Wickham Smith, counsel! for the Mer- 
chants’ Association, who had been ap- 
pointed by the President a deputy United 
States attorney-general to prosecute the 
guilty, is hard at work getting evidence to- 
wether. The amazing feature of the entire 
affair is that Wilbur F. Wakeman, re- 
cently removed from the police of apprais- 
er, because of political and business pres- 
sure against him, must be relied on to di- 
rect the government's case against the sus- 
pected men. This is regarded as a vindica- 
tion by Wakeman. - 

“I have been asked,"’ said Wakeman, “to 
| gh my assistance to the prosecution, and 

am willine to do so. In my judgment the 
United States has been defrauded of $3800,u00U 
a year in duties. The authorities say that 
never have more bare-faced frauds been de- 
tected at the custom house.” 

One firm alone is responsible, say those 
who will engage in the prosecution, and so 
bold was its methods that it absorbed most 
of the Japanese silk trade of the city. 

It has been charged that an employe of 
one of the firm was in the bit of paying 
bribes to a custom house ploye. Some 
times he handed him $1000; once the amount 
ran up to $2000. For this the man who 
parsed on the firm's goods let them in at a 
ess rate. A shipment was invoiced at 
much under its proper weight and passed 
the man who ought to have held it up. It 
was classified at the cheapest quality when 
it averaged in the class that should have 
paid $3 duty a pound. It got in at an aver- 
age duty of $i. 

Many witnesses will be called at the in- 
vestigation which Mr. Smith will probably 
call for next Mondsy. Two men who paid 
money to United States officials by order 
of the employers will give evidence. 

Proof ee of the frauds was first un- 
aarthed in a clever way. All the examiners 

re suddenly changed around. Then boxes 

at had hitherto been invoiced as holding 
300 pounds of silk were found to contain 
Nearly :wice as much. Silks that had come 
in under a 9-cent duty were found to be in 
the $3 class. The rest was easy.

Nicaragua Canal Bill Rushed 
Through the House. 


THE VOTE WAS 308 TO 2 


MEASURE MAY BE AMENDED IN 
THE SENATE. 


The President May Be Given Authority 
to Make Terms With the Panama 
Company Under Certain 
Conditions and Choose 
That Route. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The Nicaragua 
canal bill passed the House late yesterday 
afternoon by a vote of M8 to 2. It will now 


wo to the Senate. 
The bill as passed authorizes the Presi- 


dent to secure from the states of CoSta 
Rica and Nicaragua, in behalf of the 
United States, control of such a portion 
of the territory belonging to sald states as 
may be desirable and necessary on which 
lo excavate, construct and prospect a canal 
suitable to the wants of modern navigation 
and commerce and appropriates such a sum 
as may be necessary to secure the control 
of said territory. 


Power Given to 


the President. 
Section 2 authorizes the President, after 
securing control of the needed territory, 


to direct the Secretary of War to construct 
such canal from the Caribbean Sea, at a 
point near Greytown, in Nicaragua, by 
way of Lake Nicaragua, to a point on the 
Pacific Ocean near Brito, and also to con- 
struct proper harbors at the termini of 
said canal, and to make necessary provis- 
pons for the defense of the canal and har- 
ors. 

Sections 3 and 4 authorize the President 
to make such surveys as may be necessary 
and to employ such persons in constructing 
the canal as may to him seem wise, and di- 
rect that in the construction of the cana! 
the river San Juan and Lake Nicaragua 
shall be used as far as they are available. 

Section 65 authorizes the President to guar- 
antee to the states of Costa Rica and Nic- 
aragua the use of the canal and harbors, 
upon terms to be agreed upon, for all ves- 
sels owned by said States, and by eitizens 
thereof 

The last section makes a present appro- 
priation of $10,000,000 to carry on this work 
and authorizes the Secretary of War to 
enter into proper contracts for material 
and work as may be deemed necessary 
therefor, such work and material to be 
paid for as appropriations may be made 
os pone A time. 

e section fixes the aggregate cost at 
$180,000,000, to be drawn from the Treasury 
on warrants of the President.

Railway Competition, He 
Says, Has Been Destructive. 


BELIEVES IN COMBINATIONS 


CONSOLIDATION, HE ASSERTS, 
HAS NOT INCREASED RATES. 


Speech of the Northern Pacific Magnate 
to the Grain and Cattle Growers 
of the Red River Valley 
at Fargo. 


FARGO, N. D., Jan. 10.—President James 
J. Hill of the Great Northern Railway this 
afternoon addressed the Tri-State Associa- 
tion of Grain and Cattle Growers, which 
has been in session here this week. The 
crowd today was very large, and included 
farmers and business men from all parts of 
Minnesota and both Dakotas, special! dele- 
gates having come today from) Duluth and 
the Twin Cities to hear § Mr. Hill. 
The speaker took up the topie of railway 
combinations, declaring that the law of the 
survival of the fittest must inevitably end 
such competition as exists by the destruc- 
tion of the weaker by the stronger. This 
has already been duone-in the East. He 
said: “‘Twenty-five years ago it was sup- 
posed that competition was necessary to 
reduce rates. 1 think, that we have shown 
in the Northwest that without competition 
rates have been reduced faster than any- 
where elise in the country.”’ 

Coming to the question of 
merger of great lines in the 
she said: 

“Instead of building the Burlington sys- 
tem or a line or railway alongside of it, 
the Great Northern and Northern Pacifl. 
purchases the capital stock of fa line a- 
ready constructed. Instcad of issuing stock 
or bonds for the purpose of raising money 
for building a line reaching the same coun- 
try, bonds were issued to purthase tne 
stock of a constructed line. j 

“The capital stock of railway dGempanies, 
as of other corporations, will be held Dy 
somebody and somewhere. Railway. com- 
panies, as carriers, are subject (to super- 
vision and control by the public for the 
purpose of insuring the performance o! 
their obligations to the pubiic. The capitai 
employed in the railway constmuction is 
made public. Railroads make public 
through published rates the price charged 
for transportation, the only thing they have 
to sell, and must represent the ampunt they 
receive for what they sell and what has 
been done with it. Courts are open for 
the purpose of determining whether railway 
companies, as cariers, observe their ob- 
ligations to the public. The question of 
the reasonableness of rates and service 
does not depend upon whether one man 
owns the capital stock of a railway or an- 
other—whether the capital stock is owned 
by ten men or a thousand, by persons or by 
corporations. 

‘Destructive’ competition has forced the 
weakest lines into bankruptcy and today 
they are owned by the lines that were able 
to maintain théir position and credit, giv- 
ing the ability to acquire these bankrupt 
roads and rates have not been advanced. 
The conditions in this country change very 
rapidly—while rates have been cut in two 
in 20 years all kinds of labor and minerals 

by the railways have advanced from 
to 30 per cent. Nothing but the in- 
creased volume of traffic has made it pos- 
fible to reduce rates as they have been re- 
duced. Today we find the volume of traf- 
fic so great east of Chicago that the rail- 
rays are not able to move it under the 
present conditions. 

“How will these conditions be changed. 

and at whose cost? Who will build new 
lines or increase old ones? These are the 
questions which will not undertake to 
answer farther than to 6ay that the West 
must have the facilities or suffer for the 
want of them. The public must bear in 
mind that a bankrupt road cannot furnish 
good service. 
“As the volume of traffic increases our 
rates will be reduced. Remember that 
whatever helps you helps the railroad, and 
whatever hurts you or restricts your 
growth restricts the growth of the railroad 
serving you. We will always prosper to- 
gether or be poor together.”’

AFFAIR WAS IN THE EAST ROOM 


Brilliant Affair and Brilliant People at 
the President’s Banquet to 
the Diplomats.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The east room 
at the White House was last night for the 
first time turned into a banquet hall for 
the diplomatic dinner. It was elaborately 
decorated. There were 8 guests. The ta- 
bles were laid in the form of a great letter 
“H."’ The connecting line was exaggerated, 
and the President sat in the middle of this, 
with Mrs. Roosevelt opposite.

The oth- 
er guests were arranged strictly in the or- 
der of the precedence, and as a result 
Countess Cassini did not figure among the 
wives of ambassadors, but was placed be- 
hind all the married women, whether of 
ambassadorial or minfsterial rank, as she 
is unmarried. This, however, did not place 
her far down the linef as only nine of the 
28 diplomats present have ladies with them 
at Washington.

He escorte 
Mrs. Selmes, a guest at the White House. 
Before the dinner the President and Gen. 
Miles chatted pleasantly on social topics. 
On the table maiden-hair ferns made a 
background for crimson begonias. There 
were shower bouquets of ivory roses for 
every lady and single flowers for the men.

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MILITARY NECESSITY. 

Under date Nov. 1, 191, Gen. Jacob H. Smith, commanding the 
army in Samar and Leyte, issued a proclamation to the natives 
1equiring them to prove their loyalty by unmistakable eviuence. 

They must give up their weapqns and induce their ncighbors 
to do likewise. Moreover, they are ordered to g-ve information 
concerning disaffected persons. They cannot establish their 
loyalty by protestations. Works, not words, are wanted. 

_ The proclamaticn winds up with the following extraordinary 
threat: 

“Those who fall to avail themselves of the opportunity pre- 

‘gented will be regarded as distinctly unfriendly to the American 
government, and will be treated accordingly.”’

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IN TOUCH WITH HUMANITY. 

At the services . ine Yale Divinity School Monday night Dr. 
7T. T. Munger declared that “‘the present system of free educa- 
tion of ministers struck a blow at character over much ‘coddied’ 
students and was a fundamenta! mistake.”’ This is an ancient de- 
bate, but a conclusion seems to be as distant as-ever. More 
timely was Dr. Munger’s advice that divinity schcols “put them- 
“selves in closer touch with university study, with life and with 
+humanity,”’ and not make men who are “educated out of relig- 
ion because so deeply drilled in it.’’ 

The Post-Dispatch has already called attention to the semnti- 
‘ment voiced in church organs in favor of more publicity. Dr. 
.Munger’s desire to put divinity schools in c'oser touch with 
life and humanity comes to pretty much the same thing. 

Society is after all the foundation of life, and no institution 
can prosper that holds itself apart and declines to partake of 
‘that common life. In so far as the church or any other institu- 
tion is socialized it is a power for good. The tendency is all 
‘that way and little by little even the strictest conservatism is 
yielding to the great democratic—that is the great human, s0- 
-Clal demand.

RESPONSIBILITY OF THE FOURTH ESTATE. 

Chancellor von Buelow’s rebuke to Mr. Chamberlain as cabled 
to the Post-Dispatch is not so “stinging” as the English press 
seems to think. 

At any rate the furfous comments of the London newspapers 
will do a hundred times more injury to the cause of peace than 
the chancellor's polite retort to the colonial secretary’s reflection 
upon the humanity of the German so'diers in 1870. 

The genesis and growth of international animosity are seen 
in this “incidewt.". An Englishman defends the humanity of 
English soldiers by saying that they are no more savage than 
the German soldiers during the Franco-Prussian war. A Ger- 
man replies that the Englishman is “biting on granite,”’ where- 
upon all the newspapers in London scream with rage. It is like 
the famous dialogue: ‘‘Do you bite your thumb, sir?” “I do not 
bite my thumb at you, sir, but I bite my thumb.”’ 

That would be the end of it, if it were not for the jingo press 
which howls for more of the same sort. Of course more wil) 
come followed by blows, perhaps, and Enelish and Germans may 
become involved in war, all hecause the newspapers lash them- 
selves into a fury and two peoples into a frenzy of hate. 

The responsibility of the fourth estate is greater than that 
of government itself. It is a pity the sense of it does not per- 
vade great newspaper offices, as it did when the New York 
World, intervening In the Venezuelan controversy, broucht both 
the London and Washington governments to good temper ard 
averted what promised to become a serious breach of friendship 
if not actual war. ‘

Mr. Seton-Thompson’s appeal to sympathy 
in benalf vf wild anir-als. 
Here is Ernest Seton-Thompson’s attitude 
toward wild animals and his reasons for it, 
from the preface of his new book, “Lives 


of the Hunted:’’— ‘* 

“In answer to a question many times put, 
I may say that I do not champion any 
theory of diet. I do not intend primarily 
to denounce certain field sports, or €@ven 
cruelty to animals. My chief motive, my 
most earnest underlying wish has been to 
stop the extermination of harmless wild 
animals; not for their sake, but for ours, 
firmly believing that each of our native 
wild creatures is in itself a precious herit- 
age that we have no right to destroy or 
put beyond the reach of our children. 

“T have tried to stop the stupid and brutal 
work of destruction by an appeal—not to 
reason; that has failed hereto—but to sym- 
pathy, and especially the sympathy of the 
coming generation. 

‘Men spend millions of dollars each year 
on pictures. Why not? It is money well 
spent; good pictures give lasting and el- 
evating pleasure to all who see them. A 
the same time men spend much labor and 
ingenuity in destroying harmiess’ wild 
animals. No good, but great mischief, comes 
of this extermination. The main reason for 
preserving good pictures applies to the 
preservation of most animais. 

‘There will always be wild land not re- 
quired for settlement; and how can we bet- 
ter use it than by making it a sanctuary 
for living wild things that afford pure 
pleasure to all who see them?”

After he had shot at Clark and beaten him 
into insensibility, he compelled his son, by 
threat of death, to shoot Clark. The lat- 
ter, it is said, cannot live.

He stood by 
guietly and watched the men making prep- 
eeton to remove Clark. Three men took 

rk and started to take him to an up- 
Stairs room. Just as they reached the door 
young Nichols again drew his pistol, and 
sexing “I'll shoot him anyway,’ fired. 

he bullet entered Clark’s head, and al- 
spoush physicians extracted it, they say 
Clark has no chance of recovery. 

Nichols and his son are both under arrest.

More likely, however, is the decline of 
the big men's class due to its legal un- 
popularity. Promoters have discovered 
that contests between the smaller men 
draw almost‘as well as the heavy weight 
battles and can be held with much less 
chance of interference. 

Their efforts have therefore tended al- 
most entirely to the arrangement of 
matches below the middleweight class. 
With no market for their wares, the heavy- 
weights go begging for matches and often 
do not find them. San Francisco is prob- 
ably the only city of importance in which 
the big men can box. With the limitation 
of the field, men who otherwise might have 
come forward in this division have re- 
frained from entering the pugilistic game 
at all. 

The condition of Jeffries in reference to 
matches at the present time shows better 
than anything the paucity of heavyweight 
material. The only matches he is able to 
arrange are those with dead timber, de- 
feated champions who for the most part 
are memories as far as future hopes go. 

It is perhaps for the best that this con- 
dition prevails. Contests between lighter 
men are always more interesting because of 
the superior activity they display and the 
lees chance of seriously injuring each oth- 
er. Small men seldom inflict severe pun- 
ishment on opponents.

CHORAL SYMPHONY’S FOURTH CONCERT 
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HE COULD NOT DISGUISR 
THE FAMILIAR IRVING 
FIGURE,

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The Zourth concert of the Choral-8ym- 
phony Society at the Odeon Thursday night 
resulted in two triumphs, one being won 
by Conductor Alfred Ernst and the other 
by Fritz Kreisler, violinist, who was the 
soloist. 

The orchestral selections were well chos- 
en and it is doubtful if this exceilent or- 
ganization of St. Louis musicians ever ap- 
peared to better advantage than in the 
rendering. The stringed instruments were 
played with particular skill and eifective- 
ness and the response of the entire orches- 
tra to the conductor's direction was char- 
acterized by unusual unanimity. Conductor 


Ernst was at his best and he worked s» 
hard trat his collar wilted from perspira- 
tion and his necktie was disarranged. 

Mr. Kreisler is not a phenomenon with 
the violin, but his art and technical skill 
entitle him ‘to high rank. He won his audi- 
ence Thursday night with the first sweep 
of his bow, and its enthusiasm grew as 
his playing continued. The applause at the 
conclusion of his first effort lasted eight 
minutes, and was so vigorous that he was 
compelled to answer the encore, oe 
his manner clearly indicated 
thought he was doing his full part by play- 
.. only those numbers on the program. 

he program began with Beethoven's sec- 
ond symphony in D by the orchestra. This 
composition belongs to the early period of 

Beethoven's work. It abounds in melody. 
The orchestra rendered it admirably, and 
every pause was the signal for a burst of 
applause, the basis of which was genuine 
appreciation. This number constituted the 
first part of the program. 

The second part opened with Bruch’s con- 
certo for violin, No. 1, which introduced Mr. 
Kreisler to the audience. This selection is 
full of variety, and gave Mr. Kreisler an 
opportunity to show the wide range of his 
skill. He was excellently accompanied by 
the orchestra. The composition is exces- 
sively imaginative, and is written in slow 
movement that emphasizes the great beau- 
ty of its tonal effects. Violinists are said to 
delight in this work, and Mr. Kreisler ap- 
parently was no exception. 

The next number was Reinecke’s Entre 
Acte for strings. F major, by the orchestra. 
In this selection the stringed instruments 
of the omchestra were at their best. They 
had nearly all the work. Mr. Kreisler then 
played Paganini’s ‘Non Piu Mesta,”" a 
composition that again enabled him to show 
the variety of his talent. He was frequently 
interrupted by applause, - and the enthusi- 
asm at the end of the number was so great 
that he was obliged to respond to an encore, 
for which Mr. Errst played his accompani- 
ment on the pene . 

The concluding number was Dvorak’s 
Slavonic Dance, G minor, op, 48, by the or- 
chestra. It gave the drums a chance, and 
they made plenty of noise.
